The  amount  could,  of  course,  only  bo  raised  by  an  income 
tax ;  and  as  the  present  produce  of  that  impost,  at  nearly 
•3  per  cent.,  little  e.xceeds  5,000,000/.,  it  is  quite  certain  that 
an  additional  income  tax  of  nut  less  than  3  per  cent,  would 
be  iitvessary  to  fulfil  the  purposes  of  Mr  Disraeli’s  project. 

The  hon.  member  for  Rucks  estimated  the  real  property 
assessed  to  local  rates  at  67,000,000/.,  but  Sir  Charles  Wood  j 
showed  him  that  the  actual  amount  was  105,000,000/.;  a 
small  mistake  in  the  inchoate  financier  of  only  38,000,000/. ! 

Of  till)  actual  value  of  all  the  real  proj^erty  assessed  to  tlie 
income  tax,  which  is  S4,000,000/.,  only  40,000,000/.  consist 
of  agricultural  land,  tiio  rest  consisting  of  canals,  railway’s, 
mines,  Of  the  <>,000,000/.,  then,  only  2,800,000/.,  in 
round  iiiimbors,  would  go  to  the  agriculturists,  while  near 
3.200,000/.  would  go  to  the  ownera  of  houses,  canals,  and 
railways,  &c.,  who  neither  wont  it,  nor  have  a.sked  for  it.  Rut 
tx>  wlioiu  would  the  aliove  goodly  sum  of  2,800,000/.  go  ? 

Eveiy  farthing  of  it  would  go,  iii  the  long  run,  into  the  pockets 
of  thu  owners  of  land  ;  and  for  tliis  plain  and  iucontrovertiblo 
reason,  that  eveiy’  one  of  these  tuxes  is  truly  a  tax  on  rent, 
that  is,  on  the  propert)’  of  the  owners  of  the  land.  The  laud 
tax  is  oven  nomiiidly  a  landlord's  tax,  and  the  tenant  never 
pays  it.  The  highway  rate,  the  church  rate,  the  poor  rates 
are  paid  immediately  by  the  farmer  ;  but  the  farmer,  before 
he  takes  his  tenemeiiL,  invariably  deducts  the  amount  of  them 
from  the  rent,  and  so  tliev  are  no  less  a  tax  on  rent  than  the 
liud  tax,  which  Uie  landlord  pays  dirocUy.  Mr  Disraeli’s 
project  is,  Uieii,  naitlicr  more  nor  less  than  a  scheme  which 
would  put  a  liandsome  sum  into  the  pockets  of  landlords. 

The  tenant  fiirmer  absolutely  ^ins  noUiing  wliatever  by 
Mr  DUiuoli’s  motion,  and  as  to  the  farm  laborer,  ho  does 
not  even  allude  to  him.  The  landed  mteiest  of  Mr  Disraeli, 
in  short,  means  a  siiiall  minority,  computed  at  200,000,  of  the 
iamilies  engaged  in  agriculture. 

The  matter  is  a  little  worse  than  this.  The  tenants  not 
only  gain  nothiug,  but  the  higher  class  of  them  lose  a  good  deal 
by  Mr  Disraeli’s  scheme  fur  agricultural  relief.  A  tenant 
must  contribute  his  share  of  the  new  income  tax,  if  he  pays 
rent  to  the  amount  of  300/.  Not  one  of  the  farmers,  for 
example,  that  met  at  Willis’s  rooms,  would  fail  to  be  sub¬ 
jected  to  the  impost.  Let  it  be  supposed  thatoue  of  them,  and 
we  have  no  doubt  there  were  sevoi^,  pays  a  rent  of  1,000/.  a 
year,  then,  such  tenant  will  have  to  pay  30/.  in  addition  to  his 
present  income  ta.x.

A  coiitempoi’ary  charges  the  opiioiientsof  Mr  Disraeli  with 
making  random  attacks  on  him,  but  Mr  Disraeli’s  speech  is 
a  random  speech,  and  tliis  mode  of  retaliation  was,  therefore, 
unavoidable.  Uis  speech  is  for  agricultural  relief ;  and  he 
relieves  only  one,  and  that  the  smallest,  of  the  three  classes 
which  compose  tliat  interest.  With  one  hand  he  proposes  to , 
relieve  the  towns  of  burdens  to  the  extent  of  3,200,000/., 
while  with  tlie  other  he  would  assess  them  locally, — for  the 
packet  service,  the  blockade  of  the  Plate,  and  the  Chinese 
war.  He  is  for  doubling  the  income  tax,  so  as  to  shift  a 
burden  of  6,000,000/.  from  one  set  of  shouldei’s  to  another 
set,  and  this  he  coolly  calls  a  measure  of  justice.  In  feet, 
he  is  like  Folstaff’s  hostess,  “  no  man  knows  where  to  have 
him  ;*’  and  we  are  obliged  to  parry*  his  Parthian  tlinists 
the  most  convenient  way  we  can.

marched  iu  at  the  several  gates  of  the  city.  The  increasing  light  then 
showed  a  cloud  of  dust  raised  by  the  tread  of  the  advancing  thousands, 
and  which  threw  a  lurid  and  ominous  gloom  on  all  around.  Presently 
the  fierce  cries  of  some  seventy  thousand  wild  infantry,  and  perhaps 
fifty' thousand  still  more  savage  followers  attracted  by  the  scent  of 
plunder,  rent  the  air  in  loud  acclamations.  Above  all  was  heard  the 
Seik  war  cry —  IVaA  Gooroo  jee  ko  Futteh  !  Wah  Gooroojee  ko  Khal- 
i  tajeel  as  the  host,  disdaining  further  attempts  at  secrecy,  advanced  to 
;  the  assault.  The  small  and  silent  band  on  the  walls  of  the  fort  calmly 
'  beheld  the  approach  of  the  dense  columns  of  infantry,  the  squadrons 
I  of  cavalry,  and  more  fearful  than  all.  the  enormous  train  of  theKhalsa 
artlUeiy.  The  entire  circuit  of  the  fort  now  presented  a  closely-wedged 
mass  of  men,  forming  close  up  to  the  very  walls.  Presently  the  artil¬ 
lery  was  drawn  into  position,  and  coolly  unlimbered  ready  to  open  its 
terrible  fir©  on  the  devoted  place.  The  number  of  guns  was  so  great 
that  they  formed  as  it  were  one  entire  and  connected  battery  round 
the  fort ;  and  yet  others,  for  want  of  room  in  the  first  rank,  had  to  take 
up  positions  in  the  rear,  or  to  fire  from  wherever  space  could  be  found 
to  work  them.  Calmly  and  silently  the  besieged  viewed  these  formi¬ 
dable  preparations  for  the  assault.  They  had  merely  closed  the  two 
gates,  the  one  leading  into  the  Hazooree  Bagh  and  the  other  towards 
the  eastern  verge  of  the  city ;  but  inside  each  of  these  gates  they  had 
placed  two  guns  loaded  with  gr^)e.  They  also  manned  the  walls  as 
well  as  their  numbers  would  allow  with  the  men  of  the  Dogra  or  Phir- 
man  battalion,  who  lay  concealed,  ready  to  deal  out  destruction  on  the 
dense  masses  l^low.  At  this  time  the  Hazooree  Bagh  was  thronged 
with  a  motley  multitude  of  Gorchars,  or  troopers,  Akalees,  Infantry, 
Cavalry,  and  Artillery.  -  Shere  Sing  himself  took  up  his  position  in  a 
marble  summer  house  in  the  middle  of  the  garden,  and  by  his  personal 
and  repeated  orders  a  space  in  front  of  the  gateway  of  the  fort  was 
cleared  with  much  difficulty,  and  twelve  guns  were  placed  so  as  to  beat 
on  the  wooden  portals,  at  a  distance  of  not  more  than  thirty-five  or 
forty  yards  in  front  of  them. 

The  scene  at  this  moment  was  of  a  strange  and  fearful  character,— 
the  dense  mass  of  fierce  men  heaving  to  and  fro  almost  up  to  the  walls 
of  the  fort  like  an  angry  sea  beating  against  a  rock.  The  tumult  of 
their  wild  music  and  still  wilder  cries  as  the  host  clamoured  to  be  led 
to  the  attack  was  stunning.  Soon,  however,  the  horror  took  another 
form.  The  entire  circle  of  guns — alH>ut  two  hundred  and  thirty  pieces 
of  artillery — simultaneously  opened  a  fire  of  blank  cartridge.  This 
was  done  probably  in  the  ex|)ectation  of  terrifying  the  defenders  of  the 
fort,  but  if  so  about  fifty  rounds  from  each  gun  were  thrown  away  to 
no  puq>ose.  The  effect,  however,  of  this  firing  was  awful,  stunning 
all,  besieged  os  well  as  besiegers,  and  shaking  the  fort  even  to  the  old 
foundations  laid  by  the  Emperor  Akbar.  At  length  the  firing  ceased 
suddenly,  and  then  ensued  a  calm  and  silence  so  profound  that  the 
stillness  was  not  less  awful  than  the  previous  uproar.  Not  a  sound, 
not  a  whisper  was  heard  on  either  side  as  the  besiegers  wmted  to  ascer¬ 
tain  the  efi'ect  of  this  singular  assault.  Then  the  twelve  guns  pointed 
at  the  Hazooree  Bagh  gate  were  quietly  loaded, — ball  cartridge  with  a 
canister  of  grape  driven  home  over  it.  The  matches  were  lit  and  ready 
to  hurl  destruction  on  the  feeble  portals.  Loud  and  savage  voices  were 
hoard,  fiercely  demanding  the  opening  of  the  gate.  But  the  call  was 
unhcedetl : — immediately  then  the  twelve  guns  were  fired  at  once,  and

In  the  morning  of  the  seventh  day  since  the  commencement  of  the 
lieee  the  Seiks  found,  as  they  had  not  done  before,  time  and  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  collect  and  burn  or  bury  their  dead,  and  to  clear  the  city 
d  the  Hszooree  Bagh  of  the  carcases  of  cattle  and  horses  with  which 
they  were  strewn.  The  rwturn  showed  that  on  the  side  of  the  besiegers 
4  788  men,  610  horses,  and  320  bullocks  had  been  killed  ;  while  the 
lossof  the  garrison  di(i  not  in  killed  and  wounded  exceed  130  men. 
During  these  seven  days,  the  Dogras  of  the  garrison  had  received  from 
Goolaub  Sing,  as  presents  from  himself  and  Cbund  Eour,  various  sums 
amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  about  one  hundred  rupees  for  each 


slaughter  that  ensued.  Some  even  assert,  that  having  made  good  his 
own  retreat,  the  ropes  by  which  the  bridge  was  held  were,  by  the 
Sirdar's  orders,  cut  or  cast  loose,  whereby  it  became  impassable  to 
the  retreating  masses. 

It  was  Teja  Sing  who  ordered  the  retreat  at  Ferozesliaw, 
when  the  more  resolute  of  the  Seiks  wore  in  favour  of  a  re¬ 
newed  assault  (which  might  possibly  have  l>een  successful)  on 
the  wearied,  exliausted,  and  almost  defenceless  British, 

Major  Smyth  says  he  had  himself  habitually  underrated 
the  Seik  bravery  until  it  w'rs  proved  beyond  further  doubt ; 
and  to  this  same  habit  in  the  Euroi^eans  he  attributes  the 
final  victories  on  the  Sutlej.  This  may  be  true  ;  but  if  we 
got  out  of  the  scrape  by  this  memis,  by  the  same  means  we 
got  into  it.  “  If  it  had  not  been  for  your  European  soldiers,” 


ROYAL  ITALIAN  OPERA. 

CovENT  Garden  reopened  on  Thursday  with  a  superb  repre¬ 
sentation  of  Auber’s  masterpiece.  The  theatre  has  undergone 
changes  during  the  recess  which  have  greatly  improved  its  ap¬ 
pearance,  and  which  have  the  effect  not  only  of  increasing  the 
accommodation  of  the  audience,  but  of  exhibiting  them  to 
greater  advantage. 

Matanielfo,  though  so  often  represented  in  England,  was 
never  seen  until  ^ursday  night  in  the  entire  grandeur  and 
beauty  of  the  composer’s  intention.  Few  performances  hare 
been  witnessed  at  any  time  on  the  lyric  stage,  cither  here  or  in 
Paris,  more  remarkable  for  the  breadth  ana  force  with  which 
every  detail  is  rendered.  The  richness  of  colour  so  prominent 
throughout  the  opera,  as  well  in  the  musical  arraugemonts  as  in 
the  iucidents  of  the  scene,  was  given  with  surprising  effect. 
The  familiar  Neapolitan  story,  brilliant  and  suuny  even  in  its 
wild  and  tragic  transitions  from  cheerfiilness  to  vengeance,  came 
out  with  new  and  most  startling  force. 

Undoubtedly,  however,  the  grandest  effects  were  duo  to  the 
orchestra  and  chorus.  From  the  magnificent  overture,  which 
was  repeated,  to  the  close,  we  never  heard  anything  in  this 
respect  sustained  at  a  higher  level.  The  gradual  upspringii^ 
of  the  revolution  in  the  market  scene,  the  change  from  frantic 
gaiety  to  as  desperate  violence,  the  awful  blending  of  those 
various  voices  in  the  prayer  before  the  final  outbreak,  and  the 
mere  effect  of  the  mo.tley  colours  of  the  crowd  as  they  all  sud¬ 
denly  sank  upon  their  knees,  were  indescribably  fine  and  true. 
We  did  not  quite  so  much  admire  the  Vesuvian  outbreak  at  the 
last. 

Mario  was  a  manly  and  impassioned  Maeaniellc,  yet  giving 
the  gentle  passages  of  the  music,  and  more  partioulariy  the 
pathos  of  the  mad  scene,  with  probably  the  greatest  effect.  He 
had  excellent  support  in  Massors  spirited,  picturesque,  and  well- 
managed  Pietro  ;  as  well  as  in  the  mthetic  Mntomime  of  Pauline 
Leroux's  Fenella.  We  have  heard  Madame  Dorns  Gras  to  greater 
advantage  than  in  Elvira.  She  indulged  too  freely  in  those  pro¬ 
fusions  of  ornament  for  which  she  is  so  famous,  and  though 
nothing  could  exceed  their  beauty  as  examples  of  art,  they 
were  a  little  out  of  place.  With  doubtful  taste,  too,  she  intro¬ 
duced  an  elaborate  foreign  air  at  the  opening  of  the  third  act ; 
and  we  must  add  that  her  style  altogether  suffers  in  the  immense 
area  of  this  theatre.  But  she  is  a  most  accomplished  and  fuel- 
nating  singer. 

We  must  not  omit  to  mention  that  there  was  some  clever 
dancing  in  the  scene  of  the  first  act.  where  Fendla  first  appears 
(and  in  which  the  arrangement  and  colours  of  the  scene  were  as 
graceful  as  they  were  gorgeous),  and  that  the  applause  through¬ 
out,  from  a  house  crowded  in  every  part,  was  enthusiastic.

The  only  other  extracts  for  which  we  have  space  shall 
illustrate  what  Major  Smyth  seems  to  have  been  most  im¬ 
pressed  with  in  his  military  experience  of  the  Seiks — the 
courage  of  their  troops,  contrasted  with  not  only  a  want  of 
skill,  but  occasionally  a  want  of  courage,  in  their  officers. 
Here  is  a  Seik  sergeant : 

A  great  deal  has  been  said  of  the  gallant  bearing  of  Moreau  (the 
“Arch  Traitor,”  as  Hazlitt  called  him)  when  he  lost  both  his  legs  at 
the  Battle  of  Dresden,  where  he  was  engaged  with  the  allied  powers 
against  Prance  ;  but  I  doubt  much  if  the  General  bore  his  misfortune 
with  the  stoic  courage  of  a  Seik  Sergeant,  who  had  both  his  legs  taken 
off  by  a  round  shot  at  the  Battle  of  Aliwal !  I  conversed  with  him  for 
about  ten  minutes,  during  which  period  not  a  muscle  of  his  counte¬ 
nance  indicated  that  he  was  in  pain ;  and  he  spoke  out  boldly,  like  a 
Spartu,  smiling  at  the  idea  when  I  told  him  one  of  our  Surgeons 
would  save  his  life,  and  remarking,  he  had  no  wish  to  live  without  his 
:  he  then  asked  for  water,  and,  after  washing  his  face,  gave  a

Lord  BEAUMONT,  after  detailing  tho  circumstances  under  wh’ch 
Mr  Cotter  had  been  arrested  at  Madrid,  in  September  last,  and  sub¬ 
sequently  transported  by  the  Spanish  authorities  to  Millina,  begged 
to  ask  whether  government  had  taken  any  steps  to  ascertain  if  Mr 
Cotter  was  a  British  subject,  and,  if  so,  whether  any  means  had 
been  taken  to  obtain  satisfaction  for  the  injury  which  had  been 
done  him. 

Lord  EDDISBURY  (in  reply)  stated  that  Mr  Cotter  had  been  first 
arrested  in  March,  1848,  charged  with  being  concerned  in  a  conspiracy, 
and  subsequently  a  second  time,  on  suspicion  of  having  been  concerned 
in  a  conspiracy  against  Navaez.  It  appeared  that  Mr  Cotter  bad 
originally  serv^  in  the  British  Legion,  then  became  a  captain  in  the 
regular  Spanish  army,  and  was  appointed  aide-de-camp  to  Gkneral 
Concha,  and  was  afterwards  appointed  comptroller  of  customs  in  a 
Spanish  port.  Mr  Cotter  was  not,  therefore,  a  British  subject,  owing 
allegiance  to  the  Queen  of  England,  nor  had  ho  claimed  to  so  either 
on  his  first  or  second  imprisonment. 

Lord  BEAUMONT  expressed  himself  satisfied  with  the  explana¬ 
tion.

Mr  LABOUCHERE  argued  the  question  upon  the  ground  of  British 
interests,  not  omitting  the  shipping  interest  itself,  the  advantage  of 
which  he  regarded  as  deeply  involved  in  tho  success  of  the  measure 
before  the  house.  The  question  then  before  the  house  was  the  principle 
of  the  bill ;  and  he  did  not  look  for  the  vote  of  anv  hon.  member  in 
favour  of  it  who  did  not  admit  the  propriety  of  a  departure  from  tho 
system  of  the  navigation  laws.  He  avowed  his  readiness  to  consider 
any  suggestions  in  reference  to  the  details  of  the  measure,  provided 
they  were  not  inconsistent  with  the  principle  on  which  the  bill  was 
introduced.  He  then  briefly  recapitulated  the  arguments  which  bo 
had  formerly  offered  in  connection  with  the  colonial,  long  voyage,  and 
coasting  branches  of  the  subject.  Ho  saw  no  reason  why  the  present 
retention  of  tho  timber  duties  should  operate  as  a  bar  to  the  imme¬ 
diate  repeal  of  the  navigation  Laws.  As  to  Mr  Gladstone’s  suggestion, 
he  thought  that  the  house  would  take  a  narrow  and  erroneous  view  of 
the  true  policy  of  the  country  were  they  to  adopt  it.  Mr  Gladstone 
had  claimed  Mr  Huskisson  as  an  authority  in  favour  of  the  suggestion, 
but  he  (Mr  Labouchere)  thought  th.it  the  high  authority  of  Mr  Hus¬ 
kisson  woe  opposed  to  Mr  Gladstone’s  suggestion,  and  in  favour  of  the 
policy  propos^  by  tho  govemnient.  He  did  not  think  that  our  com¬ 
mercial  policy  should  be  made  to  depend  upon  the  views  and  caprices 
of  foreign  states.  He  hoped  that  the  house  would  well  consider  tho 
subject  before  It  adopted  Mr  Gladstone’s  suggestion.  In  committee 
ample  opportunity  would  be  offered  of  considering  that  suggestion  in  all 
its  bearings.  He  concluded  by  urging  upon  the  house  the  absolute 
necessity  which  existed  for  settling  this  important  question  without 
delay. 

Mr  MUNTZ  inferred  from  Mr  Labouchere's  speech  that  be  had  great 
doubts  as  to  the  result  of  his  own  measure.  The  repeal  of  the  navi¬ 
gation  laws  would  diminish  the  returns  and  profits  of  British  shipping. 
If  not.  why  repeal  them?  But  there  was  one  advantage  which  would 
be  derived  from  their  repeal.  Their  existence  was  the  only  excuse  now 
remaining  for  the  failure  of  free  trade.  (Cheers  and  laughter.)  He 
would  help  the  government  to  get  rid  of  this  remaining  excuse,  when 
free  trade  might  bo  fairly  test^  by  its  fruits.  Having  stripped  every 
other  class  of  protection,  he  did  not  think  it  fair  to  protect  a  particular 
class.  When  the  navigation  laws  were  repealed,  it  would  be  diffiouU 
to  say  who  would  be  the  gainers. 

Mr  SCHOLEFIELD  observed  that,  in  his  opinion,  the  people  of 
Birmingham  would  be  gainers  by  the  repeal  of  the  navigation  laws. 

Mr  MUNTZ  did  not  mean  to  say  that  bis  constituents  would  not 
gain  by  their  repeal.  All  that  he  meant  was  that  one  class  would 
gain  at  the  expense  of  another,  but  that  th*re  would  be  no  national 
gain.

KAVIOATION  BILL  (ADJOURNED  DBBATB). 

Mr  GLADSTONE  commenced  the  adjourned  deliate  on  this  bill  by 
expressing  his  conviction  that  the  time  had  arrived  when  parliament 
ought  to  make  a  great  change  in  the  navigation  laws,  and  therefore 
he  could  not  he.<<itate  to  vote  for  the  second  reading  of  the  measure 
liefore  the  house.  He  then  proceeded  to  refer  to  the  evidence  given  by 
Mr  Richmond,  the  representative  of  the  shipping  interest,  before  the 
lords’  committee,  which  must  be  considered  conclusive  in  favour  of 
the  relaxations  which  had  been  introduced,  and  which  had  commenced 
nearly  thirty-five  years  since,  the  statistics  in  Mr  Richmond’s  tables 
clearly  showing  that  vast  as  had  been  the  Increase  in  the  shipping  in 
America,  that  of  the  British  colonies  had  been  still  greater;  therefore 
dwelling  only  upon  the  results  of  experience,  parliament  was  bound 
to  go  forward  in  the  path  which  Mr  Huskisson  and  his  successors  bad 
marked  out.  He  was  not  prepared,  however,  to  drive  a  hard  bargain 
with  the  shipowner,  and  therefore  thought  the  moment  such  a  inea- 
sure  could  be  adopted,  that  the  timber  duties  ought  to  be  repealed, 
and  that  giving  a  remission  to  the  shipowners  would  be  a  pledge  that 
it  was  intended  to  deal  with  them  at  a  future  period.  As  regarded  the 
manning  of  ships  also,  it  would  be  at  variance  with  a  primary  sense 
of  justice  to  strip  the  shipowner  of  all  protection,  and  continue  to 
impose  restraints  upon  him  in  this  respect.  The  right  hon.  gentleman 
then  proceeded  to  explain  his  views  with  respect  to  a  conditional  and 
not  absolute  relaxation  of  the  navigation  laws,  quoting  the  example 
of  America  as  a  model,  condemned  the  policy  of  treaties  of  reciprocity, 
but  urged  that  the  power  of  re-eiiacting  the  navigation  laws  should  1^ 
given  to  her  Majesty,  as  against  those  countries  who  w'ould  not 
reciprocate.  One  objection  to  the  government  plan  was,  that  it  did 
not  give  the  coasting  trade  to  foreigners,  hut  altered  the  regulations 
of  that  trade,  not  as  between  foreign  and  British  ships,  but  as 
regards  the  rules  invariably  insisted  on  as  between  outward- 
bound  and  inward-bound  ships.  The  colonial  trade  was  the 
next  subject  referred  to  by  the  right  hon.  gentleman,  in  refer¬ 
ence  to  which  he  stated  that  the  eilect  of  the  navigation  laws  in 
general,  not  those  of  England  in  particular,  was  to  make  ships  go 
with  half  cargoes  when  they  might  have  full  ones ;  to  make  them  go 
out  with  a  freight  and  come  back  in  ballast,  instead  of  carrying 
cargoes  both  ways,  which  system  imposed  a  general  tax  upon  the 
commerce  and  intercourse  of  the  world,  but  which  a  judicious 
alteration  of  those  laws  would  do  away  with.  He  objected  to  the 
clause  which  gave  the  colonial  legislatures  the  power  of  passing  laws 
with  respect  to  the  admission  of  foreign  vessels  to  their  coMting  and 
intercolonial  trade,  thinking  the  subject  of  sufficient  importance  for 
the  imperial  legislature  to  deal  with.  In  reference  to  the  quotation  by 
a  noble  marquis  on  Friday  evening,  he  would  say  the  Trojan  horse 
had  been — at  least  more  than  one  moiety  of  it — within  their  walls 
for  twenty-five  years ;  and,  instead  of  ruin  issuing  from  its  bowels, 
there  had  proceeded  nothing  but  an  augmented  increase  in  the  progress 
of  British  navigation.  Let  them  not,  therefore,  be  deterred  by  vague  I

brother  hon.  gentlemen,  to  the  price  of  wheat.  From  what,  then, 
did  it  arise  ?  In  his  opinion,  it  was  to  be  traced  to  the  peculiarly 
unfavourable  character  of  the  last  season  and  the  pernicious  effect 
which  it  had  had  upon  the  harvest.  The  distress  was  both  extensive 
and  severe ;  but,  if  he  was  right  as  to  its  origin,  there  was  no  reason 
to  despond’  He  then  came  to  the  question,  how  far  that  distress 
would  be  relieved  by  the  adoption  of  the  plan  before  the  house.  It 
was  undoubtedly  true  that  the  counties  were  sometimes  put  to  great 
expenses  by  virtue  of  acts  of  parliament,  passed  sometimes  without 
their  consent,  and  at  others  against  their  wishes.  But  he  thought, 
notwithstanding  this,  that  the  plan  before  the  house  was  defective. 

If  they  transferred  one-half  of  the  local  taxation  to  the  exchequer, 
they  would  introduce  an  extravagance  into  its  administration  which 
would  end  in  anything  but  relief  to  the  agricultural  interest.  The  ten 
dency  of  the  scheme  was  towards  centralization,  and  he  would  greatly 
regret  any  thing  which  would  materially  trench  upon  that  local  adminis¬ 
tration  which  had  been  attended  with  such  advantages  to  the  country. 

They  had  not  been  told  how  the  funds  were  to  be  raised  which  would 
supply  the  deficiency  proposed  in  local  taxation.  The  house  had  had 
but  half  of  the  plan  laid  before  it,  and  that  the  less  important  half.

it  entered  into  consumption,  the  result  would  be  a  revenue  of  forty 
eight  millions.  The  consumer  would  thus  be  relieved  of  every  tax 
while  the  farmer  would  get  an  indirect  protecting  duty  of  10  per  cent 
The  Marquis  of  GRANBY,  in  supporting  the  motion,  expressed  his 
hope  that  the  house  would  soon  return  to  a  safe  and  just  system  of 
taxation — a  system  of  customs’  duties  fully  one-half  of  which  would 
be  paid  by  the  foreigner.  If  Mr  Disraeli  carried  his  measure,  he  would 
both  receive  and  deserve  the  thanks  not  only  of  the  agricultural,  but 
also  of  the  manufacturing  and  commercial  classes. 

Mr  GODLBURN  observed  that  no  one  could  have  listened  to  the 
debate  without  being  convinced  that  a  change  had  taken  place  in  the 
views  of  those  who  supported  the  resolutions.  He  inferred  from  Mr 
Disraeli’s  speech,  that  the  income-tax  was  looked  to  as  the  source 
whence  the  vacuum  which  his  scheme  would  occasion  in  the  local  tax¬ 
ation  was  to  be  supplied.  Such  a  plan  had  been  completely  de¬ 
molished  by  the  able  argument  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
on  the  previous  day.  In  addition  to  this,  it  had  been  repudiated  by 
Mr  Miles,  on  behalf  of  those  who  supported  the  motion.  On  these 
two  considerations  it  was  not  necessary  for  him  to  expose  the  impolicy 
of  a  scheme  which  had  as  its  object  the  raising  of  upwanls  of  six 
millions  of  additional  taxation  through  the  instrumentality  of  a  ma¬ 
chinery  analogous  to  that  of  the  income-tax.  Other  plans  had  been 
proposed  for  the  supply  of  the  vacuum,  amongst  which  was  the  ex¬ 
traordinary  proposal  submitted  by  Mr  Cayley.  That  plan  was  as  faulty 
in  the  premises  on  which  it  was  based,  as  it  was  extraordinary  in  its 
conception.  All  these  schemes  being  insufficient  for  their  purpose,  he 
approached  the  consideratiou  of  the  main  proposition.  To  that  he 
gave  his  opposition,  for  he  would  not  consent  to  go  into  committee  to 
arrange  a  scheme  of  taxation  unless  he  had  a  tolerably  good  idea  of 
what  that  change  was  to  be.  No  such  idea  of  what  was  contemplated 
was  conveyed  by  any  of  the  speeches  made  in  favour  of  the  resolu¬ 
tions,  against  which  he  should  certainly  give  his  vote.

The  Right  Hon.  Maurice  Fitzgerald,  better  known  as  ''The 
Knight  of  Kerry,”  died  on  the  7th  inst.,  at  his  seat  at  Valentia,  in  his 
seven ty-eighth  year.  The  knight  was  a  page  in  Dublin  Castle  to  the 
Duchess  of  Rutland,  in  1785,  in  company  with  another  young  gentle¬ 
man,  Master  Arthur  Wesley,”  now  known  as  the  Duke  of  Wel¬ 
lington.  He  is  succeeded  in  the  ancient  title  of  Knight  of  Kerry  by 
his  son,  Peter  Fitzgerald,  Esq.,  high  sheriff  of  Kerry  for  the  present 
year.  The  knight  was  the  lineal  representative  of  the  ancient  Knights 
of  Kerry — one  of  the  three  branches  of  the  house  of  Fitzgerald  :  the 
others  are  the  present  Knight  of  Glin,  or  Knight  of  the  valley,  and 
the  Earl  of  Kingston,  who  ^  the  maternal  line  represents  the  renowned 
White  Knights  of  old.  The  Knight  of  Kerry,  toother  with  Lord 
Plunkett,  were  the  only  living  survivors  of  the  Irish  House  of  Com¬ 
mons.  The  late  Chief-Justice  Buihe  formed  the  third.  Two  are  now 
departed,  and  the  last  column  of  the  temple  is  the  venerable  ex-chan¬ 
cellor.

Imprisonment  or  the  Rrt.  J.  Shore. — As  we  last  week  announced, 
the  Rev.  J.  Shore  preached  on  Friday  night  at  Spafields  Chapel,  and 
immediately  on  his  quitting  the  pulpit  was  arrested.  In  a  letter  ad¬ 
dressed  to  the  Rev.  T.  K.  Thoresby,  the  minister  of  the  chapel,  Mr 
Shore  says  : — “  I  am  just  apprehended  in  your  chapel  after  preaching, 
and  .1  write  you  a  line  before  I  enter  my  cell  in  the  prison  of  St 
Thomas’s,  Exeter.  I  am  at  last  to  be  incarcerated  for  contempt  of 
court — they  say  for  the  non-payment  of  the  bishop’s  costs,  but  really 
and  virtually  for  preaching  the  gospel  out  of  the  establishment.  In¬ 
deed,  I  have  not  the  means  of  paying  the  costs,  and  oven  if  I  were 
able  to  do  so,  I  should  still  bo  under  contempt  of  court  for  preaching 
the  gospel,  and,  therefore,  may  still  be  kept  in  prison.  ^  I  am  happy, 
however,  in  the  hope  and  expectation  that  my  imprisonment  may 
tend  to  open  the  eyes  of  my  countrymen  as  to  what  they  may  expect 
Ihould  unfortunately  a  certain  party,  now  struggling  for  suprem^, 
ever  obtain  the  ascendency  in  this  country.  I  am  sure  it  is  quite  time 
that  the  civil  sword  should  be  entirely  wrested  from  the  grasp  of  all 
ecclesiastics.

On  the  morion  that  the  house  resolve  itself  into  committee  of  supply, 

Mr  HUME  moved  as  an  amendment,  **that  in  the  present  state  of  the 
finances  of  the  country,  her  Majesty’s  ministers,  before  ciriling  on  the 
house  to  vote  the  estimates  for  the  public  service,  should  submit  a  general  j 
financial  statement  of  the  whole  or  expected  revenues,  and  the  total  in- 1 
tended  expenditure  for  the  ensuing  financial  year,”  If  proof  were  require«l 
of  tho  propriety  of  a  course  like  that  which  he  proposed,  it  would  bo  mund  ! 
in  the  multiplicity  of  budgets  with  which  they  had  been  favoured  during  tho 
preceding  year,  aftc^  the  estimates  had  been  voted  awav.  The  success  of 
nis  motion  would  lead  to  a  postponement  of  the  estimates,  tho  incon¬ 
venience  of  which  would  be  obviated  by  taking  votes  on  account,  a  course 
to  which  he  would  offer  no  objection,  provided  bis  proposition  were  favour¬ 
ably  received. 

Sir  II.  WILLOUGHBY  seconded  the  motion,  regarding  it  as  one  cal¬ 
culated,  if  successful,  to  lead  to  a  more  economical  expeiidilure  of  tho  pub¬ 
lic  money. 

The  CHANCELLOR  of  the  EXCI^.QUER,  in  resisting  (he  amend¬ 
ment,  maintained  that  the  more  convoiiioiit  course  was  that  which  was  tho 
more  usual,  taking  the  estimates  first,  and  then  considering  tho  ways  and 
means.  During  the  course  of  tho  few  remarks  offered  by  him  tho  right 
hon.  gentleman  intimated  that  tho  expenditure  for  the  coming  year  would 
I  in  all  prubabilitv  be  within  the  income. 

Col.  SIBTHORP  w’ould  divide  with  Mr  Hume  if  ho  pressed  his  amend* 
meat  to  a  division. 

Mr  COBDKN  hoped  tho  ameiidmout  would  be  persevered  in.  It  would 
not  embarrass  the  government,  os  votes  might  bo  taken  on  account,  whilst 
it  would  be  more  iu  accordaneo  with  common  prudeiico  than  our  present 
practice  was,  to  havo  some  statement  niodo  of  our  national  means  before 
voting  away  tho  estimates. 

The  house  then  divided,  and  tho  numbers  were — for  the  amendment, 
43;  against  it,  97 :  majority  against,  49. 

The  house  then  went  into  committee. 

Mr  WARD  proceeded  to  lay  before  tho  committoo  tho  navv  estimates  fer 
tho  year.  After  detailing  his  reasons  for  reganting  as  impossible  a  retuni  to 
tho  naval  estimates  of  1835,  as  proposed  by  a  section  of  tho  house,  and  ex¬ 
plaining  tho  naval  excess  of  tho  last  year,  tho  hon.  gentleman  adverted  to  tho 
reductions  contemplated  for  the  coming  year.  The  reduction  in  tho  num¬ 
ber  of  men,  as  compared  with  tho  number  voted  last  year,  was  to  the  extent 
of  3,000  men  ;  and  tho  whole  pecuniary  saving, on  comparing  the  estimates 
of  the  coming  with  those  of  tho  past  year,  would  bo  i30,856f.  This,  ho 
thought,  more  than  redeemed  tho  promise  of  retrenchment  made  last  year 
by  tho  department.  The  hon.  gentleman  entered  into  a  longthenod  state¬ 
ment  to  show  how  this  saving  was  to  bo  effected,  and  concluded  by  moving 
a  vote  of  40,000  men  for  the  naval  service  for  tho  ensuing  year. 

Mr  HUME  opposed  tho  motion,  and  submitted  an  amendment.  He 
strongly  deprecated  tho  course  which  hail  been  pursued  since  1815,  of 
building  numerous  ships  at  great  cost,  whilst  others  were  left  to  rot  witli- 
out  being  put  in  commission.  He  w<is  anxious  to  enforce  a  greater  eco¬ 
nomy  ill  connection  with  our  naval  departiiiciit,  and  as  tho  annual  cost  of 
tho  navy  hinged,  more  or  less,  upen  tho  number  of  men  voted,  ho  moved, 
AS  an  amendment,  that  35,000  instead  ef  40,000  bo  tho  number  voted  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Sir  F.  BARING  opposed  the  amendment.  Tho  reduction  proposed  of 
3,000  men  w’as  virtually,  as  he  procecdcil  to  show,  a  reduction  of  6,000 ; 
and  to  strike  off  5,000  more  in  addition  to  this,  m-iking  in  all  a  reduction 
of  11,000,  would  be  perilous  to  tho  efHcioncy  of  the  service. 

Mr  WODEHOUoE  opposed  tho  amendment.  Its  effect  would  bo  to 
mpair  tho  efficiency  of  tlie  naval  service. 

Mr  MITCHELL  coincided  in  this  view  of  it. 

Mr  URQUIIART  supported  tho  ameiidmout.  His  object  in  so  doing 
being  to  circumscribe  Lord  Palmerston’s  power  of  doing  mischief. 

A  brief  discussion  ensued,  in  which  Lord  J.  Russell,  Sir  W.  Mulciworth, 
and  Captniii  Berkeley  took  part,  after  which, 

Mr  S.  HERBERT,  in  reply  to  what  had  fallen  from  Sir  W.  Molcswortli, 
entered  into  a  brief  statement,  to  show  that  tho  operations  in  our  dock- 
yanls  were  not  characterised  by  tho  mismanagement  attributed  to  them  by 
tho  hon.  haroiiet. 

Mr  COUDEN,  after  deprecating  tho  useless  and  costly  extent  of  our 
naval  establishment,  observed  that,  in  calling  for  a  smaller,  ho  was  not  in¬ 
sisting  on  a  less  efficient  establishment.  He  was  not  for  impairing  but  for 
sustaining  tho  efficiency  of  the  navy.  Ho  would  do  this  by  paying  both 
our  men  and  officers  ns  well  os  tho  Americans  paid  theirs — their  scale  of 
wages  being  40  per  cent,  higher  than  ours  ;  but,  in  doing  so,  ho  would 
employ  no  more  ships  or  men  than  were  actually  needed.  He  regarded 
tho  force  proposed  as  more  than  was  necessary,  and  would  therefore  vote 
for  Mr  Hume’s  amendment,  contemplating  a  still  further  reduction  than 
that  determined  upon  by  tho  government. 

Col.  SIBTHOkP  asked  when  that  part  of  tho  discussion  was  likely  to 
ho  touched  upon  which  referred  to  tho  salaries  of  tho  officials  of  the  ad¬ 
miralty  (laughter);  because  ho  did  not  hesitate  to  say  he  should  feel  it  to 
be  his  painful  duty  to  call  the  attentiou  of  the  house  to  that  important  sub¬ 
ject  (Laughter.) 

The  discussion  was  continued  {by  Captain  Harris,. Colonel  Thompson, 
and  Admiral  Dundas. 

'riio  committee  divided,  and  the  numbers  were — for  the  amendment,  59  ; 
against  it,  144  :  majority  against,  85. 

The  amendment  having  been  rejected,  the  vote  was  agreed  to^witbout  a 
division.

Col.  ANSON  said  ho  would  now,  with  permission]  of  tho  house,  take 
certain  votes  on  account  for  the  ordnance.  He  could  only  assure  the  house 
that  the  estimates  of  this  department  had  been  prepared  with  a  due  regard 
alike  to  the  exigencies  of  the  public  service  and  to  every  practical  mea¬ 
sure  of  economy  ;  and  he  therefore  trusted  it  would  now  consent  to  vote  on 
account  a  portion  of  the  sums  required  for  the  services  under  the  hoods 
which  he  now  proposed  to  place  in  the  bands  of  the  chairman. 

Mr  HUME  could  not  admit  that  the  ordnance  estimates  had  been  pre¬ 
pared  with  a  due  regard  to  economy ;  and  considered  they  required  the 
application  of  the  pruning  knife  just  as  much  as  tho  estimates  for  the  navy 
required  reduction. 

Col.  ANSON  said,  it  was  his  opinion  that  eveiy  practicable  and  wise 
economy  had  been  adopted  in  these  estimates  ;  and  if  the  hon.  gentleman 
(.Mr  Hume)  considered  it  bad  not,  it  only  remained  for  him  to  prove  the 
truth  of  his  allegation. 

Tho  following  ordnance  votes  on  account  were  then  agreed  to  without  fur¬ 
ther  opposition  : — 350,000f.  for  the  ordnance  military  corps ;  150,000f.  for  the 
commissariat ;  40,000/.  for  salaries  and  contingencies,  ordnance  offices ; 
1^,000/.  for  salaries  and  contingencies  in  establishments  in  the  united 
kingdom  and  the  colonies;  70,000/.  for  artificers’  and  labourers’  wages; 
160,000/.  for  ordnance  stores  ;  250,000/.  for  ordnance  and  barrack  wo»s  ; 
and  45,000/.  for  the  scientific  branch. 

Lord  J.  RUSSELL  then  stated  that  he  proposed  to  take  the  first  vote  of 
tho  army  estimates  on  Monday  ;  and,  after  that  had  been  disposed  of,  to  go 
on,  if  possible,  with  tho  navy  estimates. 

The  house  resumed.  The  report  was  brought  up  and  ordered  to  be  re¬ 
ceived  un  Monday.

CoNBOLiBATioiT  0?  PRISONS  AND  HuLKS. — The  superintendence  of  the 
several  prisons  under  the  control  of  the  goremnieut  and  of  the  con¬ 
vict  department  is  about  to  be  consolidated  under  one  board,  an  ar- 
rengement  that  will  combine  uniformity  of  treatment  with  economy 
in  the  management  of  the  prisons  and  hulks.  No  additional  expense 
will  be  incurred,  as  the  services  of  some  of  the  present  members  of 
the  boards  of  superintendence  and  of  the  inspects  of  prisons  will  be 
made  available  in  the  proposed  consolidation,  which  is  to  take  effect 
from  the  beginning  of  the  next  month.  Captain  Macouochie,  the 
author  of  several  works  on  Secondary  Punishments  ”  and  the 
**  Marked  System,”  has  accepted  the  governorship  of  the  new  borough 
gaol  of  Birmingham. 

Royal  Literary  Fund. — The  annual  general  meeting  of  the  friends 
and  supporters  of  this  institution  took  place  on  Wednesday,  for  the 
purposes  of  receiving  the  report  for  the  past  year,  and  of  electing 
officers  for  t)ie  year  ensuing.  Amongst  the  literary  gentlemen  present 
were  Sir  H.  Ellis,  Messrs  W.  Tooke,  |C.  Dickens,  C,  Or^ker,  DUke, 


John  Forster,  and  Peter  Cunningham.  The  report,  which  was  unani- 
mouHy  adopted,  showed  that  1,4801.  had,  dunng  the  past  year,  been 
distributed  in  fifty  grants  for  the  relief  of  distressed  authors,  their 
widows  and  orphana  The  number  of  grants  were  twelve  in  excess 
of  the  previous  year,  and  an  increase  of  250/.  on  the  amount  distri¬ 
buted.  The  grants  consisteti  of  eight  of  10/.  each,  four  of  15/.,  twelve 
of  20/.,  six  of  25/.,  fire  of  30/.,  three  of  40/.,  seven  of  60/.,  three  of 
60/.,  and  two  of  7^.  The  total  amount  so  distributed  since  the  foun¬

Wyse.  the  newly-appointed  minister  to  Greece,  a  department  has  been 
established  for  the  purpose  of  inquiring  into  and  preserving  the  iiionu- 
inents  and  other  antiquities  peculiar  to  India.

provisions  and  clothing  are  cheap ;  whereby  steady  and  industrious 
{icrsons  may  greatly  improve  their  condition  in  life.  All  emigrants 
are  absolutely  free  on  arrival.

INSOLVENT  COURT. 

Refusal  op  Certificate. — In  Re  IIalpiiidf.. — The  bankrupt,  Mr 
Ilalfliido,  who  carried  on  business  as  a  draper,  at  Cheshunt,  applied  a  short 
time  siuce  for  his  certificate,  and  his  Honour  deferred  giving  judgment  till 
yesterday.  Tho  learned  Commissioner  said  that  in  this  case  the  assignees 
objected  to  tho  immediate  grant  of  tho  certificate,  on  tho  ground  that  the 
bankrupt  ha<i  been  guilty  of  concealment  of  property.  Looking  to  all  the 
facts  of  tho  case,  that  the  bankrupt’s  purchases  iinincdiatcly  before  tho  fiat 
were  eight  times  as  much  as  they  previously  liad  been — that  his  stock  was 
most  improperly  accounted  for — and  the  payment  of  tho  130/.  to  his 
niothcr-in-law  was  fraudulent,  the  certificate  must  bo  refused.  liis 
Honour  wished  to  observe,  that  the  refusal  of  the  certificate  did  not  in¬ 
volve  punishnirnt  by  imprisomneiit,  as  neither  the  court  nor  a  creditor  had 
tho  power  of  taking  him  iu  custody. — Refujcd  accordingly. 

POLICE. 

At  Marlborough  street,  yesterday,  Margaret  Murnliy,  a  young  Irish  girl, 
was  charged  with  having  aniioved  and  thrcaieued  Mr  J.  A.  Moore,  of  the 
Freo-Trado  Club,  No.  14  St  James’s  smiaro.  The  complainant  said  tho 
defendant  called  on  him  at  tho  club,  and  as  she  had  bohavorl  violently  to¬ 
wards  him  on  a  former  occasion,  ho  told  her  to  go  to  his  house.  No.  196 
Piccadillv,  and  ho  would  speak  to  her  there.  Coniiilainaut  took  (he  precau¬ 
tion  to  take  a  polico-constaolo  with  him,  and  when  he  got  to  his  residence  he 
found  tho  defendant  sitting  iu  his  drawing-room,  'i'he  defendant  began 
to  bo  very  abusive,  and  be  then  caused  her  to  be  removed  by  the  constable. 
Complainant  had  occasion  to  leave  tho  house  shortly  afterwards,  and  bo 
found  the  defendant  at  tho  door,  who  immediately  renewed  her  abuse 
and  threats,  and  ho  had  boon  obliged  to  give  her  into  custody. 
'Fhe  complainant  stated  that  tho  defendant  had  frequently  annoyed 
him  in  tho  same  manner  before.  In  answer  to  the  charge,  the  young 
woman,  with  great  warmtii,  accused  the  complainant  of  having  se¬ 
duced  her  sister,  who  had  been  one  of  tho  servants  at  tho  club. 
Her  sister  was  now  confined  and  in  great  distress,  and  she  bad 
only  gone  to  tho  complainant  to  ask  him  to  make  some  provision  for  bis 
offspnng.  The  complainant  said,  if  the  defendant  or  her  sister  had  any 
claim  upon  him  there  was  a  mode  of  proceeding  pointed  out  by  law,  wliicli 
they  could  resort  to.  Ho  did  not  wish  to  press  tho  charge,  provided  tiie 
defendant  would  promise  not  to  annoy  him  any  more.  All  he  wanted  was 
to  bo  protected  from  future  annoyance.  Mr  Hardwick  told  tho  defendant 
that  she  hod  done  wrong  ingoing  to  the  complainant’s  house  and  using 
violent  language  to  accomplish  her  purpose.  It  her  sister  bad  been  injured 
as  described,  she  musk  resort  to  the  law.  The  defendant  promised  to  ab¬ 
stain  from  annoying  theoomplainant  again,  and  was  disebatged. 

'Tub  Brownrioo  Case. — Miss  Harriet  Martin,  the  governess  of  the 
National  Infant  School  in  South  Lambeth,  whose  alleged  croelty  to  a 
child  was  reported  lost  week,  was  on  Thursdav  again  brought  before  Mr 
Norton  for  further  examination ;  but  ns  the  child  was  still  pronounced 
not  to  be  out  of  danger,  the  case  was  adjourned  for  a  fortnight. 

ACCIDENTS,  OCCURRENCES,  and  OFFENCES. 

Melancholy  Accident.— On  Friday  week  an  inquest  was  held  at 
Kenilworth  imou  the  body  of  Miss  Ann  Stewart,  aged  sixteen  year?,  the 
daughter  of  cfen.  Stewart.  John  Pugh,  coachman  to  Qen.  Stewart,  aaid 
that  on  Thuraday  afternoon,  between  two  and  three  o’clock,  he  heard  one 
of  his  master’s  horses  making  a  strange  noise  in  the  stables,  and  on  pro¬ 
ceeding  thither  ho  found  Miss  Stewart  under  the  horse.  Tho  animal  was 
sUndiiig  close  by  the  side  of  the  stall,  and  the  deceased  was  doubled  up 
under  it.  The  blood  was  issuing  from  the  head  of  the  deceased,  and  there 
was  a  large  pool  of  blood  in  the  stable.  The  deceased  used  to', feed  the  horse 
occasionally,  and  it  was  remarkably  quiet,  and  used  to  play  with  her. 
Witness’s  opinion  was  that  deceased  was  feeding  the  horse  wtien  he  pulled 
her  bonnet  off  in  play,  and  threw  it  on  tho  ground,  and  that  ho  became 
frightened,  and  knocking  her  down  kicked  her  on  the  head,  as  he  found 
tho  bonnet  on  the  floor  of  the  stable,  and  tho  off-hind  heel  of  the  horse 
was  covered  with  blood.  When  begot  deceased  out  life  was  extinct. — ^Tbe 
jury  returned  a  verdict  of  **  Accidental  death.” 

The  Stanpibld-hall  Murders. — Letters  from  Wymondham,  of 
Wednesday  night,  state  as  follows: — ^The  serious  apprebenstons  oousequent 
upon  the  recent  assassinations  at  Stanfield-hall,  which  had  to  some  extent 
subsided,  have  been  revived  within  the  last  few  days,  in  consequence  of  too 
well-founded  rumours  that  the  life  of  Mrs  Jermy  is  despaired  of,  and  that 
there  is  little  or  no  hope  of  the  recovery  of  her  servant-maid,  Eliza  Chest- 
ney.  It  will  be  recollected  that  Mrs  Jermy  was  wounded  by  the  assoMiu 
in  the  elhow-joint  of  her  right  arm.  Owing,  however,  to  tho  judicious 
medical  treatment  she  received,  there  appeared  to  be  no  reason  to  fear  that 
unfavourable  results  would  ensue.  On  Monday  morning,  however,  we 
symptoms  took  an  adverse  turn,  and  the  limb  bM  now  been  amputate. 
Although  the  operation  was  performed  with  considerable  skill  under  the 
direction  of  Mr  Nicholls,  of  Norwich,  and  Mr  Tunneley,  of  W3^ondhain, 
tho  shock  which  has  been  sustained  by  the  unfortunate  lady  is  so  severe 
that  there  is  not  tho  slightest  hope  that  she  will  live  tweniy-four  hours

iioB  U  the  passage  of  trains  to  thair  own  line.  A  nnmbar  of  labourers 
were  set  at  work  ^r  this  purpose.  Their  first  step  was  to  lay  down,  acroM 
the  Laacashire  and  Yorkshire  Company’s  downline  of  rails  to  Manchester, 
nn  immense  balk  of  timber,  behind  which,  at  either  end,  were  driven  down 
into  the  bed  of  the  railway,  two  heavy,  long,  iron  crowbars,  to  bold  it  to 
its  position.  Behind  this  again,  tbe  Laiira^ire  and  Yorkshire  Company 
hroaght  up  a  train  of  six  empty  carriages,  with  its  engine  at  the  Manchester 
end.  'Die  train  of  empty  carriages  was  undersUxxl  to  hava  been  for  tbe 
doable  purpose  of  blockading  the  line,  and  of  carrying  forward  to  Man* 
chaster  any  of  the  |>asscngerB  from  the  Kaat  lAncashire  train  who  might 
choose  to  leave  it  and  go  forward,  ersr  the  Bwiton  line,  to  Manchester.  ^ 
Tbe  East  Lancaihire  train  was  due  in  Manchester  about  10.40,  but  it  was 
nearly  that  time  before  it  came  up  to  Clifton,  and  when  it  came  in  sight  it  | 
was  signal  Icil  to  stop,  of  roiirso,  rather  than  allow  the  engineer  to  break 
bis  own  and  the  (laasengers’  necks  by  running  upon  the  obstruction.  Im* 
mediately  the  Kaat  Imncashire  train  stopped,  the  Lancashire  and  Y orkshire 
Cotnpaay’s  servants  went  and  demanded  the  tickets  from  the  pamengera. 
This  demand,  however,  was  fruitless,  inasmuch  as  the  East  Lancashire 
parties  had  Uken  the  tickets  from  the  paasengers  at  tbe  provious  sUtion 
— Ringley — a  course  which  they  are  asid  to  have  now  followed  for  three 
months  past.  This  was  the  signal  for  retaliatory  measures  by  tbe  East 
Laacashire  party,  who  liad  till  now  walked  in  silence  on  cither  side  their 
own  line,  as  the  servants  of  the  other  oom{Muiv  had  done  on  their  own  pro¬ 
perty  ;  the  police,  meantime,  looking  on  at  both,  from  the  window  of  the 
railway  station*housc,  situate  in  the  cleft  of  the  fort  formed  by  the  two  i 
railways  branching  off  to  Bury  and  Bolton.

The  inquiry  for  beef  was  moderate,  aud  sales  went  at 
Ss.  8d.  for  Scots,  and  from  3.*.  to  3s.  4d.  per  stone  for  Inferior  meat.  Of  sheep  tbe 
supply  comprise  nearly  22,000  head,  or  about  5,000  more  than  on  this  day  s’en- 
night.  The  mutton  trade,  la  consequence  of  so  great  a  quantity  on  offer,  was 
heavy ;  the  prices  obtainable  being  2d.  below  former  rates.  Downs  fetched  only 
4s.  6d. ;  balf-bieds,  Se.  lOd. ;  and  pilled  sheep  firom  3s.  6d.  Tbe  demand  for  veal 
and  pork  was  slow,  but  prioss  were  unchaaged.
